to this land. This is the policy for the present. There are many reasons 
tor this: but one controlling reason is that we do not want people ta go 
to the expense and trouble of emigration to these valleys when they are : 
unprepared for that which they may have to meet here, and if they are 
going to apostatise, we would rather they would do 80 where they * 
than to oome here and turn away from the truth. 
But there is this remarkable feature about the Gospel: wherever iti is 
this intense desire to gather with the people of God i immediately 
takes posseasion of the majority of those who embrace it. They are filled 
with a desire to be with their brethren and sisters at the place of gather- 
ing. This spirit is from God. It accompanies obedience to the Gospel, 
and it is confirmatory of the statements that the Elders make concerning 
: the message they have ‘received from the Lord. If this spirit were not 
poured out, how would it be possible to gather this people from the 
remoteat parts of the earth! It could not be effected by the power of man; 
it requires the power of God moving upon the inhabitants of the pifferent | 
nations and impelling them to obey that commandment. __ : 
Now, it was a remarkable thing that. Joseph Smith, whom God ed 
up to lay the foundation of this work under the direction of the Son of 
God, had a revelation some five months after the organization of this 
a Church, i in which it was set forth that there would be a gathering of the 
people together. The same was stated previously in the Book of Mormon, 
which he translated. It was set forth there with great plainness that 
tbere would be a gathering together of the people. Joseph Smith had 
‘never seen such a thing, or heard of any such event. Who had ever seen 
a people coming from remote lands and gathering. together, crossing seas 
and continents, encountering. all kinds of hardships, for the sake of b 
together, as the Latter-day Saints have? Is there anything, like it. re- 
dorded, either in profane or sacred history? ‘There is not. The only 
event that, bears any comparison to it is the exodus of the children of 
— from Egypt. But they were one nation, and they were going ‘to 
the land which they had been taught to look upon as the land of their 
inheritance. There are similar features in each movement, and they were 
both, the, works of God but nothing just like this has ever occurred. | 
This Prophet of God was inspired by the Lord to say that this should’ 
oocur, and it has occurred according to his predictions, The people have 
been gathering from all the various lands where the Elders have gone.

The foregoing very aptly illustrates the active, a spirit that 
dominates William II., German empéror and king of Prussia. It has 
often been facetiously said that “he knows all about everything ;” but 
there is an element of trath in this saying, after all; for he is soldier, 
sailor, sportsman, musician, painter, poet, chest leader, theatrical 
manager, reed and civil engineer. Also, he is a scholar of repute and a 
proficient: linguist, speaking ten languages quite fluently, To say he is a 
clever man, then, is to say very little, and those whé deride and malign 
bim the most éé¢nnot but admit that he is talented far above the ordinary. 
With all this, his tastes are comparatively simple, and family ties and 
affections come before everything. Impulsive he may be, and undoubt- 
edly is, and this trait in bis character has created numerous possibilities 
for adverse criticism, grave rebuke, and empty wit. 

The army of the German Empire had been brought to a high ‘piteh of 
excellence under thé rule of William I. William II., has followed in his 
grandfather's footsteps in this respect, and the organization which is 
brought to bear upon the troops and the care which is bestowed upon 
their’ equipment and training have produced one of the finest armies in 
Europe. Of the many projects which’ the emperor ‘undertakes, the 
military one certainly claims the most of his attention. His presence 
with one portion or another of the service is continuous, and hei is seldom 
seen unless in the uniform of one of his perfectly drilled regiments. On 
the accession of his majesty he was credited on a wholesale scale with the 
desire for bringing these troops into active service; but so far the German 
army of the present reign has proved itself a defensive legion only, with a 
chief who has seemed more anxious for peace than for re. Should, 
however, the emperor ever bring his army into the field—an army. swhioh 

for years been considered a model of military perfection, and 
pues between two and three million officers and men—it would of 

ty, prove a very formidable foe. Of the. vigilance and activity

An efficient soldier, his majesty is also a ‘thorough ‘sailor, quite con vers 
ant with the duties of a ship’s captain, ‘and with the construction and 
mechanism of the vessel. Perhaps it is hardly necessary to gay that the 
gen@ral efficiency of the German Imperial Navy is second’ Only to that of 
England. The emperor's fine yacht, the Hokensollern, id well known in 
the Solent, as his majesty is in the habit of bringing it over for Cowes 
Week, It is a magificent vessel, painted entirely in white, with engines 
of nids thousand horse-power, and 4 crew of between three and four 
butidred. Built ‘ostensibly for pleasure, she yet has à full complemerit of 
modern ern guns and Krupp cannon, ‘and is therefore quite capable of playing 
a very prominent part should ‘warfare arise. On this vessel the emperod 
often takes a prolonged cruise, on such occasions mixing freely with the 
men, by whom he seems to be very much — not without reason, 
for their oomfort is so thoroughly well looked after on board. their rations 
and quarters being of the best. Should rough weather arise, the kaiser 
cheerfully takes his part in the duties; while on Sundays he is his own
